SEVENTY-NINTH ANNUAL REPORT OF 
THE COLUMBIA INSTITUTION 
FOR THE DEAF 


Columbia Institution for the Deaf, 

Kendall Green 

Washington^ D. C., August 31, 1936 

Sir: During the fiscal year July 1, 1935, through June 30, 1936, 
there were under instruction in the advanced department of the in¬ 
stitution, known as Gallaudet College, 85 men and 60 women, a total 
of 145, representing 37 states, the District of Columbia, and Canada. 
This is an increase of 8 as compared with the preceding year. 

In the primary and grammar department, known as the Kendall 
School, there were under instruction 37 boys and 32 girls, a total of 
69. This is a decrease of 3 as compared with the preceding year. Of 
the total in this department 67 were admitted as beneficiaries of the 
District of Columbia. 

There were admitted to the institution 41 males and 27 females; 
discharged 36 males and 25 females. 

HEALTH 

Excellent general health prevailed among the student body during 
the year, but there were several cases requiring surgical attention. 
Among these were three attacks of appendicitis requiring operations, 
from which the student in each case recovered successfully. One very 
serious case of infection, streptococcus hemoliticus, was successfully 
treated by transfusions and by autogenous inoculations. Pratically 
the whole male body of the advanced department of the institution 
volunteered for the seventeen blood transfusions that were neceessary. 
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Tlie usual precautions were taken to protect the students and pupils 
by inoculation. 

The regular weekly bacteriological examination of samples of milk 
from our dairy was carried on for us through the kindness of the 
United States Naval Hospital. 

The usual inter-collegiate, inter-school, and intramural sports were 
carried on by the students of the college and the pupils of the Kendall 
School tliroughout the year. 

COURSES OF INSTRUCTION 

An additional course in educational psychology was offered to stu¬ 
dents who hope to teach in schools for the deaf, and a course in world 
literature begun last year was offered again. 

NEEDS OF THE INSTITUTION 

A definite plan of building development has been drawn up for 
several years. Tins includes a memorial building to liouse library, 
printing office, ntrw laboratories, recitation rooms, and an exhibition 
room; addition to the power house and old laboratory building, a play¬ 
ing floor as an addition to the present gymnasium, and complete sepa¬ 
rate units for the housing and instruction of the pupils of the Kendall 
School. The first building desired is the memorial building, for which 
our alumni have raised $50,000 that has now increased to approximately 
$60,000 by investment. During the past few years it has been neces¬ 
sary to establish a waiting list for students because of lack of dormitory 
space. The new memorial building to Dr. Edward Miner Gallaudet, 
would relieve crowding by furnishing additional dormitory space in 
the young men’s building; it would provide for the expansion of the 
library now very much cramped and in an inconvenient and undesir¬ 
able location, and is an improvement greatly to be desired. This ad¬ 
ditional building together with improvements and additions to the 
power house have already been approved by the Secretary of the In¬ 
terior for several years but not yet provided for by Congress. At 
tention is called to the fact that no new buildings for the institution 
have been allowed for some eighteen years. Another residence to 
provide space for marrk'd members of our faculty, which has here¬ 
tofore not yet been mentioned, is very much needed. During the past 
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iil'teeii years the primary department has shown a growth of approxi¬ 
mately 40 per cent, the advanced department 25 per cent. No addition¬ 
al dormitory provision has been made in all this time for the Kendall 
School and none for the young men of the advanced department. It is 
to be hoped that funds will be provided for reasonable expansion of the 
educational and dormitory facilites of the institution in the very 
near future. 

Congress has provided for an additional member of the teaching 
staff for the coming year in the advanced department, but the salaries 
of all employees are still on a plane below those of government em¬ 
ployes doing the same type of work. This is a situation whicli needs 
correction in the future. 

RESEAECII ^YORK 

No special funds have been provided for the institution during the 
year for research work. There are a number of directions in which 
this ty])e of work can be carried on in our institution. Members of 
our faculty are hoping to do a small amount of work of this type in 
pursuit of liigher degrees, but the institution should be supplied with 
a special research worker and assistant so that various lines of investi¬ 
gation into the education of the deaf may be followed and the results 
brought out for tlie benefit of the scliools for the deaf tliroughoul 
The various states.

OF EXECUTIVES OF 


AMERICAN SCHOOLS FOR THE DEAF 


A meeting of heads of schools for the deaf in the United States 
and Canada was held at Pittsburgh, beginning April 21, at tlie in¬ 
vitation of the authorities of tlie Western Pennsylvania School for 
the Deaf. The President of the institution, Professor F'usfeld, of 
tlie faculty of Gallaudet College and Editor of the American Annals 
of the Deaf, and Asst. Prof. Sam B. Craig, in charge of the Kendall 
School and the Normal Department, were present at this meeting. 
Professor Fusfeld and the President presented papers. Particular 
stress was laid at the meeting on the need for better teaching of 
language and vocational work in our schools. Stress was also placed 
on the desirability of educational tests of the proper types to assist 
in the correct grading of pupils and to discover deficiencies in teach¬ 
ing methods.
